As the last act of the year, Congress passed and President Bush signed an omnibus appropriations bill (H.R. 
2764) with funding for U.S. Department of Education programs. It includes: 

• $13.9 billion for Tide I grants to local education agencies, an 8.3% increase over fiscal year 2007; 

• $11.8 billion for special education grants; 

• $2.94 billion to help states improve the quality of their teachers; 

• $1.27 billion for career and technical education grants, a small decrease from FY 2007; and 

.$16 billion in Peli Grants for low- and middle-income coUege undergraduates, a 1 6.7% increase over 
FY 2007 when funding 6om both the appropriations bill and the separate Colkg Cost Rtduction and 
Access Act (approved in September) are combined. 

Also the Reading First program was significanuy cut from $1 billion last year to $393 million tbis year.

The Department of Administration has advised us of the following changes to travel 
reimbursements effective January 1, 2008. 

The mileage reimbursement rate has been increased to $.505 per mile, concurrent 
with the change to the IRS Standard mileage rate. 

Travelers who are in travel status for more than 12 hours but not in travel status 
overnight will still be entitled to a meal and incidental expense allowance (M&IE) if 
they are in travel status for at least three consecutive hours during a meal period, 
but these payments will now be included as taxable compensation on employee W-2s 
in accordance with direction received from the Internal Revenue Service. Travel 
reimbursements for same day travel for M&IE allowances will be processed through 
payroll. 

Travelers who wish to avoid a tax consequence as a result of same day travel M&IE 
allowance should indicate on their TA that no per diem is requested. There are no 
changes to other expense reimbursements related to same day travel. Those 
reimbursements will continue to be processed by the travel section.
